York: “ Will proceed to New York and 
land unless certain difficulties are ad­ 
justed. 
Due at IO eastern daylight 
time.”

was after IO o’clock when this 
message was received at the head­ 
quarters of 
the French Lines here 
however, and as Hie fliers had not 
bec n sighted in the New York vicinity 
during the morning, it was apparent 
some discrepancy in Hie time existed. 


The nature of the difficulties refer­ 
red to by the fliers was not known. 
Officials at the Floyd Bennett, Airport,

low price of $600. 


The executors of the Paxson Estate, 
where a five-day public auction has 
been under way this week and will 
continue 
Monday 
for 
another 
day, 
held this 
gorget or dannerstone of 
the Lenapes at $5,000. 
The 
committee 
representing 
the 
Bucks County Historical Society com­ 
posed of Curator Horace 
M. Mann. 
John Ruckman and Edward Barnsley, 
were prepare d to pay much more and 
were quite pleased to keep this relic 
in Bucks County. 
Bidders from several museums in­ 
cluding 
the University 
of 
Pennsyl­ 
vania Museum and The Museum of the 
American indian, New York City, were 
on hand. They made an effort to get 
the rare piece by starting off with a 
$10(1 bid, but when the $600 bid vias 
offered, they kindly stepped a s i d e and 
allowed the piece to remain in Bucks 
County. 
The “Lenape Stone" was found on 
th e farm of B e rna rd Hansel, B ucking­ 
ha m 
township. 
The 
fin t 
pa rt 
was 
found in 1872 and the second part in 
1881, in the sa m e location. 
Ban ne r stones were generally c a r ­ 
ried by Hie medicine m an a s a stone 
history of th e tribe, to aid in cere*, 
menials and story-telling to perpetu­ 
ate the history of the tribe. The Len­ 
ape Stone gives the first and only 
con nectio n of 
the A m e ric a n 
Indian 
with th e prehistoric, hairy mammoth, 
picturing an encounter with one of 
these beasts in the ancient forest of 
America. 
After the discovery of the second 
part of the stone there was a wide 
discussion as to its authenticity. 
In 
a n effort to prove a fraud, Mr. Hansel, 
th e lucky finder of both sections of the 
stone was questioned by many noted 
a u th orit ie s of the period but never 
deviated from his story. 
Tile main part of tin stone was sold 
to the late Colonel H enry D. Paxson 
for $2.50, who owned it until his death 
ahi u t a ye ar ago. 
Another banner stone found by Mr. 
Hansel was sold to Mr. Paxson for 
$100, but only realized $15 when auc­ 
tioned off ut Friday’s sale. 
The full size of the Lenape Stone 
is I Vi inches thick. It is liver-colored 
shale or slate limestone. On one side 
of the stone are symbols of Indian 
tribes including a fish, waving lines 
representing water, pipe, turtle, hawk, 
probably 
w am pum 
belt, 
tomahawk, 
wigwams, snow shoes, st ar, calumet, 
deer and probably a war canoe. 
Those in a ttendance at the auction 
co mplim en ted the representa tiv es of 
the Bucks County Historical Society! 
in being able 
to keep the 
Lenape 
Stone in the fam ous collection at the 
Mercer Museum. 
J. K irk Leat herm a n, of Doylestown, 
p u rch ased th e first item of 2**00 relics 
sold at the sale, it being an Indian 
ax found by the fa ther of the late 
Ju d g e Watson.

Mrs. Jo h n L. Robertson, of Scranton,!

w orked out ot a solid rock by the 
early Indians, for $42.50. 
One of the* most historic pieces of 
the sale w ent to Mr. Shipman#, a pri­ 
vate collector from Sunbury .
